NAIROBI, Jan 6 16 (R). — Ethiopia’s leaders today began 
a ten-day seminar which will discuss ways of ending 
the 17-year rebellion in Eritrea. Addis Ababa Radio, mo- 
nitored here, said ambassadors bad flown In from their 
pasta aboard and the country’s military rulers, ministers, 
fwwfa unionists and others had assembled in the capital 
to fatltg part. Diplomatic observers said the gathering 
. appeared to reflect pressure on the Ethiopians from their 
Cfeban and Soviet allies who formerly trained and sup- 
ported the Eritrean guerrillas and are now reluctant to 
become embroiled in a big military campaign against 
fty»rn: The observers said it might aim to modify the 
jitrgyppxnt peace plan for regional autonomy proposed 
in 1976 but flatly rejected by the Eritreans.

LUBUMBASHI, Zaire; June 16 (R). — The United States 
today began pulling men and equipment out of Zaire's 
troubled Shaba Province after a major U.S. airlift to 
bring in troops and supplies for an Inter-African peace 
force here. U.S. Army Communications personnel were 
first to leave on board a huge C-5 Galaxy transport 
plane - -the world’s biggest aircraft - - following French 
Legionnaires who flew home yesterday after four weeks 
in Shaba. The U.S servicemen, officially unarmed and 
here in a non-combat role, were part of a major Weston 
effort to support President Mobutu Sese Seko following 
last month’s rebel insurgency In the key copper town 
of Kolwezi.

BEIRUT, June 16 (R). — Rightwing gunmen in southern Lebanon arrested 
their commander today after he agreed to cooperate with United Nations 
troops in the area. Western military sources said. The sources said Maj. Sa’d 
Haddad, who leads about 600 rightist Lebanese army soldiers, was detained 
by militias which have refused to allow the U.N- force (UNEFEL) into the 
volatile border region. But in Beirut, rightwing military sources denied that 
Maj. Haddad had been arrested. The militia sources said there had been a 
difference of opinion between the major and the irregular forces, but said 
it had not ended with such an arrest

Mr. Yasin was buried in Ku- 
wait yesterday at a public ce- 
metary east of the city. Thou- 
sands of mourners led by senior 
Kuwaiti and PLO officials at- 
tended the burial. 

The Kuwaiti government has 
condemned the murder of Mr. 
Yasin and has vowed to spare 
no effort to track down his kil- 
lers but police today were si- 
lent on any possible findings. 


In the south, well-informed 
sources told Reuters earlier to- 
day that Maj. Haddad bad lost 
control of the irregular forces, 
which had joined his men and 
number 800. 

They said the mainly-Chris- 
tian militias had set up a large 
number of roadblocks yesterday 
near the town of Marjeyoun, 
and threatened to shoot any 
U.N. soldiers who tried to cross 
their lines. 

The UNIFIL force is intend- 
ed to replace Israeli troops who 
earlier this week withdrew from 
areas of southern Lebanon whi- 
ch they occupied since March. 

Most of the rebel gunmen be- 
longed to the powerful Phalan- 
gist Party and the extremist 
Guardians of the Cedars, they 
said. 

The sources in the south said 
the bitter conflict arose after 
Maj. Haddad accepted an order 
from the army command to co- 
nfine his men to barracks and 
not to interfere with the deplo- 
yment of the UN. force. 


The rightists have so far pre- 
vented UNIFIL from taking 
over strongholds along the bor- 
der evacuated by Israeli troops 
last Tuesday. 

The sources said the militias' 
action yesterday cut off sup- 
plies to U.N. troops near right- 
ist positions so that they were 
virtually besieged. They said 
U.N. officers had tried to nego- 
tiate with the gunmen without 
success. 

They said Maj. Haddad 
agreed not to interfere with 
UNIFIL deployment at a meet- 
ing with senior Israeli and U.N. 
commanders on the eve of the 
Israeli withdrawal. 

He later accepted the confi- 
nement order from Beirut and 
this sparked off the revolt by 
the militias, they said. 

One source said : ‘The situa- 
tion is very tense and confused, 
and there is a possibility of a 
confrontation between the re- 
gular troops led by Maj. Had- 
dad and his captors.” 


Belgian premier asked to 
try to solve crisis anew 


BRUSSELS, June 16 (R). —King Baudouin of Belgium 
today asked Prime Minister Leo Tindemans to make a new 
effort to resolve the crisis sparked by disagreement' within 
the government coalition, it was announced here. 

Mr. Tindemans yesterday tendered his resignation to the 
king who asked for time to decide whether to accept it. 

A communique from the Royal Palace said: “Bearing in 
mind the seriousness of the economic and budgetary situa- 
tion, regional problems and the international contest, the 
king asked the prime minister to make a new effort to re- 
solve the crisis.

GENEVA, June 16 (R). — 
A strong attempt will be made 
to raise the price of the world's 
ofi at a meeting here this week- 
end of the oil -exporting coun- 
tries, but most sources believe 
that the move will be defeat- 
ed. 

The general feeling is that 
oil prices will r emain frozen 
until the end of this year.* 

After that, it will become in- 
- creasing! y difficult to resist 
demands that the price be rais- 
ed to offset the losses which the 
ofi-exportera have suffered th- 
rough world inflation and the 
decline of the U.S. dollar -- 
the currency used for the pric- 
ing of oil revenues. 

However, there will probably 
be quite a sharp struggle this 
weekend at the meeting here 
of ministers of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC). 

At least five of OPEC’s 13 
member states want an incre- 
ase from July 1 in the $12.70 
price of a standard barrel of 
OPEC crude oil, OPEC delegat- 
es said. 

Algeria, Iraq, the Libyan 
Jamahiriya, Kuwait and Vene- 
zuela will argue that the OP- 
EC states can no longer afford 
to keep up the price freeze wh- 
ich has been in force since Ja- 
nuary, 1977, the delegates ad- 
ded. 

OPEC economists say the 
OPEC states have lost about 
15 per cent of the value of th- 


eir revenues since the current 
prices were set 18 months ago, 
as a result of inflation and the 
weakening of the dollar. 

A sandier increase 

But few, even among the 
hardliners, are expected to se- 
ek such a large increase, they 
will probably opt instead for 
a rise of seven to ten per cent 
as suggested by Kuwaiti Ofl 
Minister Ali Khalifa A1 Sabah 
two days ago. 

Saudi Arabia and Iran, which 
between them control just und- 
er half OPEC’s oil production, 
are expected to resist pressure 
for a price rise. No OPEC de- 
rision could be effective with- 
out the agreement of either. 

Saudi Foreign Minister Saud 
A1 Faisal said in Paris last 
month that his country believ- 
ed oil prices were a function of 
the market and the present st- 
ate of the market did not jus- 
tify a rise. Iranian officials ha- 
ve said repeatedly they do not 
think oil prices should be ra- 
ised this year. 

Earlier this month, Saudi Oil 
Minister Sheikh Ahmad Zaki 
Y amani pointed out that at 
present OPEC was feeing a 
glut in the oil market. 

_ The situation might chang g 
by the end of the year, which 
meant there was an even chan- 
ce oil prices .might be raised 
for next year he has argued. 

But other OPEC states fear 


that Saudi Arabia, which has 
publicly said it had a political 
reason for keeping oil prices fr- 
ozen, might be simply trying to 
shelve the oil price issue un- 
til the next OPEC ministerial 
conference, expected to be held 
in Abu Dhabi next December, 
the delegates said. 

shrikh Yamani said in an In- 
terview published a week ago 
that a price increase would 
have political repercussions 
“and we have very dear politi- 
cal interests in the west” This 
was an apparent reference to 
Saudi Arabia's close links with 
the United States and Us wish 
to get American pressure for a 
Middle East settlement accept- 
able to the Arabs. 

The OPEC hardliners also 
see political motives behind 
Saudi Arabia's defence of the 
U.S. currency 

The OPEC Economic Comm- 
ission is due to repot* to the 
ministers hare on the position 
of the dollar^ the effect of Its 
decline on the purchasing pow- 
er of oil revenues and possible 
alternatives to the US. curren- 
cy as the OPEC price yards- 
tick. 

Sheikh Yamani has said his 
country would oppose a switch 
from the dollar because It be- 
lxves the U.S. currency would 
soon recover and because Saudi 
Arabia had huge investments in 
the U.S. currency which would 
be adversely affected by such 
a switch. 


The Israeli cabinet, winch 
is considering them, has fa- 
iled in two meetings so far to 
come up with any answers. 

Mr. Alfred Atherton, Presi- 
dent Carter’s ambassador-at- 
large for Middle East peace 
negotiations, said yesterday 
the United States understood 
the need for time for the qu- 
estions to be debated within 
Israel’s “democratic political 
process”. 

“We know that these ques- 
tions -- dealing, as they do, 
with the key issues for Israel 
of security, withdrawal, the 
Palestinian question, and the 
future of the West Bank and 
Gaza -- require agonisingly di- 
fficult choices to be made.” 

Mr. Atherton was speaking 
in Los Angeles. In the text of 
Ids remarks made available by 
the State Department here, 
he added: 

“We hope, nevertheless, th- 
at Israel's responses will be 
positive because we believe 
this offers perhaps the only 
possibility for renewing the 
momentum of the Egyptian-Is- 
raeli talks and ultimately the 
overall Arab- Israeli negotiating 
process.” 

Earlier in his remarks t° a 


conference on the U.S. relati- 
onship with the Middle East 
Mr. Atherton said the issue 
was no longer whether there 
could be peace, but whether 
there could be agreement on 
the terras of peace.

The key differences remain- 
ing to be bridged related to 
the issue of withdrawal and 
an approach to the Palestini- 
an problem, including the fu- 
ture of the West Bank and 
Gaza, he said. 

The Israeli government did 
not agree that U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 242 of 
1967, the basis of efforts tow- 
ards a peace settlement; “invo- 
lved a prior obligation in prin- 
ciple” to withdraw from any 
West Bank or Gaza territory. 

“We have stated fr- 
ankly that we differ 
with Israel on this is- 
sue...” Mr. Atherton said. It 
had not only complicated eff- 
orts to make progress In the 
negotiations between Egypt 


and Israel, but bad also inhibi- 
ted efforts to broaden them 
to Include other Arab parties, 
in particular Jordan and Pales- 
tinians. 

The United States realised 
that the “withdrawal-for-pea- 
ce” formula as it applied to 
the West Bank and Gaza, and 
the Palestinian issue generally, 
raised difficult security issues 
for Israel, he said. 

“But we believe that formu- 
la must apply if there is to be 
progress. 

“In all our deliberations, we 
constantly have before us the 
very real security questions 
posed for Israel. We cannot 
conceive of any solution the 
United States or Israel could 
accept which did not make fu- 
llest provision for these secu- 
rity concerns as part of a pe- 
ace settlement” 

He added that the United 
States had said that to supp- 
lement the commitment and 
security arrangements the pa- 
rties might agree to incorpo- 
rate in peace treaties between 
themselves, It would be pre- 
pared to consider whatever 
bilateral American security gu- 
arantees Israel might consider 
desirable as part of the peace 
settlement. 
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Catching Mr. Atherton 
in the old time trap 


We have had another explanation of the American 
position on the current Middle East peace-making 
effort, this time from American Ambassador- 
at-Large for the Middle East Alfred Atherton. He 
stated that the United States appreciated that time 
was required for Israel to deal with what he called 
“agonisingly difficult choices to be made” about the 
status of the occupied West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
and, by implication, the Palestinian issue m general. 
Mr. Atherton is right to point out that Israel peiteives 
the Palestinians in the West Bank and Gaza within the 
context of its own “security*’ , and that such an impor- 
tant matter cannot be decided upon by the Israelis in a- 
few days. That is easy to understand, but it is a 
dangerous path to follow if one is interested in elicit- 
ing a positive Israeli response, as Mn.Atherton and 
everyone else concerned with the Middle East surely 
is. 

To link Israel’s actions in ending its occupation of 
the West Bank and Gaza with Israel’s own per- 
ceptions of how the Palestinians there threaten its 
security is to mistakenly mix up cause and effect. It is 
wrong for the Americans to accept this Israeli 
attitude, and it will only make peace-making more 
complicated in the end. 

The fact is that the Israelis are more of a security 
threat to the Palestinians than the Palestinians are to 
the Israelis, and if this very simple and obvious fact is 
not appreciated in the great capital cities of the world, 
then we have a very long way to go before we make 
any progress on the peace front. The “security” 
argument that the Israelis constantly use, and that the 
West too glibly accepts, is a very strange argument to 
be accepted from an occupying power that deports 
hundreds of leading Palestinians, builds over one 
hundred settlements in occupied land and routinely 
sends its advanced Western military planes to bomb 
Palestinians in Lebanon. 

Mr. Atherton is correct in saying that the Israelis 
need time to reach agreement on the Palestinian 
issue, but he is wrong to think that this will happen 
quickly. Stalling for time is an old Zionist trick, and 
for Mr. Atherton to fall for it at this stage is not very 
encouraging.

Col lege of Nursing has found hei 
calling to be life-long challenge

A cousin, enthusiastic about her 
first-year classes~at the new Jor- 
dan College of Nursing, gave 
Hanneh Dababneh Daoud the 
idea of becoming a nurse. She was 
in her third year of teaching 
elementary school in Salt in 1955, 
her father had died and her 
mother and younger brother 
needed her support. 

Hanneh was intrigued when her 
cousin told her that the tutors at 
tbe college were specially trained 
to teach nursing. Her cousin, said 
tbe work was worthwhile, there 
weren't enough nurses in the 
country to care for the sick, and 
although nurses' work was hard 
and the hours were longer than for 
teachers, the government encour- 
aged them by. giving many 
benefits: free tuition, room and 
fug board, uniforms, and pocket 
money. 

The negative aspect, tbe hard 
work, didn't discourage Mrs. 
Daoud. She enrolled in the college 
and her career has developed with 
it ever since. 

Tbe college at that time was a 
single building in Ashrafiyeh, now 
part of the complex that makes up 
A1 Bashir Hospital. Classes were 
held on the ground floor and dor- 
mitory rooms were above. She 
liked boarding school life, found 
the tutors to be helpful, and 
enjoyed working with the 
patients. 

During the first years of the col- 
lege, American nurse-educators 
administered it and taught the 
classes under tbe Point Four prog- 
ramme. In 1958 an Arab director 
took over responsibility for the 
school and since 1 969 that respon- 
sibility has been Mrs. Daoucfs. 

During the fall Mrs. Daoud her- 
self teaches courses in ward man- 
agement and education to the 
advanced students and pro- 
fessional adjustment and personal 
and community health to the new 
students. “I want to get to know 
them, and I can’t know them 
unless I teach them," she said. 


At the end of the school year 
administrative tasks, particularly, 
concerned with examinations, 
leave no time for teaching. The 
college gives its own examinations 
in August. Then members of the 
graduating class take the gov- 
ernment licensing, examination, 
prepared by a committee of 
educators under the direction of 
the Ministry of Health. Graduates 
of the four nursing schools in Jor- 
dan take the same examination. 
The other schools are Princess 
Muna College of Nursing, run by 
tbe army; the Ajioun School of 
Nursing, run by the Baptist Mis- 
sion and the Augusta Victoria 
Hospital School of Nursing in 
Jerusalem. 

Mrs. Daoud finds thar during 
tbe last ten years tawjihi graduates 
are increasingly interested in 
enrolling at the coDege, but par- 
ents are still often opposed to a 
career in nursing for their 
daughters. Another problem in 
keeping the country supplied with 
nurses is the higher salaries 
offered by Gulf countries to 
graduates. It cosrs the government 
of Jordan JD 100 per month to 
cover the costs of training a nurse. 

Mrs. Daoud was married in 
1961. Her husband Adib retired 
from the civil service last year and 
□ow, with an associate, runs his 
own contracting firm. 

Early in her career Mrs. Daoud 
studied ward management and 
education at the American Uni- 
versity of Beirut: later she took 
the “Registered nurse 
tutor"course at Victoria Uni- 
versity in Manchester. Now she's 
hoping to work on her master's 
degree either in Iran or England. 

Mts. Daoud finds nursing edu- 
cation as interesting now as when 
she first heard about it from her 
cousin. When her teachers return 
from special training courses she 
works hard to put the new ideas 
they bring back to use in teaching 
methods, counselling students, 
and nursing care. 

“ I cannot be satisfied," she says. 
“I am always looking for the best 
things for the coflege".

Jordan rejects UNRWA’s 
decision to move 
headquarters to Vienna 


AMMAN, June 16 (R). — 
The Jordanian government 
has rejected a decision by 
the United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency for Pal- 
estine Refugees (UNRWA) 
to move its main headqu- 
arters from Beirut to Vien- 
na instead of Amman, the 
daily newspaper A1 Ra’i 
said today. 

AI Ra’i said the govern- 
ment objected because it 
felt it had responded posi- 
tively to UNRWA’s requ- 
irements for facilities and 
because UNRWA’s decision 
meant its operations would 
be run from outside the ar- 
ea of refugees. 


UNRWA's Commissioner- 
General. Thomas W. McEl- 
hiney, announced last Tue- 
sday that part of his head- 
quarters, including his pers- 
ona! office, would be mov- 
ed to Vienna while other 
parts, including the UNR- 
WA UNESCO educational 
programme, would be trans- 
ferred to Amman. 

AI Ra'i said the Jordani- 
an government had conta- 
cted the governments in Sy- 
ria, Egypt and Lebanon, wh- 
ich also act as hosts for 
Palestinian refugees, to br- 
ing about unanimous rejec- 
tion of UNRWA’s decision.

Says Hebrew University poll 


Most Israelis would 

vote the same again 


TEL AVIV. June 16 (R). — 
Three out of four Israelis would 
vpte today as they voted a year 
ago in elections which brought 
Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin 's Likud government to po- 
wer in a surprise victory, ac- 
cording to ah opinion poll pu- 
blished here. 

But the new Democratic Mo- 
vement for Change (DM C), a 
member of the ruling coalition, 
which observers say was larg- 
ely responsible for the large 
fall in the ousted Labour par- 
ty’s vote, would apparently lose 
most of its seats, according to 
the poll by the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. 

In the May 1977 elections, 
which swept Labour out of po- 
wer for the first time in 29 


years, Mr. Begin's Likud bloc 
won 45 seats, the Labour all- 
. gnraent 32, DMC 15 and the Na- 
tional Religious Party 12 In the 
120-member Knesset. 

Seventy-three per cent of th- 
ose asked said that they wo- 
uld vote the same as last year 
if elections were held now, whi- 
le 27 per cent said they would 
change their vote. Seventy-four 
per cent of those who voted 
for Likud said they would sup- 
port the party again. 

But of those who voted for 
DMC in the last elections only 
22 per cent said they would 
repeat their vote Observers said 
that if the poll' was right most 
of DMC's mandates would pro- 
bably be won by the opposition 
Labour alignment 


The DMC is presently enga- 
ged in an internal debate on 
whether to remain in the Likud 
coalition. 

Despite Lhe overwhelming 
majority who would again vote 
for Premier Begin's party only 
42 per cent said they thought 
he had handled current prob- 
lems well or very well. 

Support for the government 
varied depending on the sub- 
ject, according to the poll pu- 
blished by the afternoon news- 
paper Yediot Aharonot. 

Sixty-five per cent favoured 
its handling of defence matters, 
40 per cent were satisfied with 
the way it dealt with foreign 
policy but only 37 per cent 
barked its economic policies.

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wo homes work to help Lebanon’s war orphans adjust to a new lift

What happened to the thousands of 
children who lost their fathers and 
mothers doling the many devastating 
Israeli air raids and chronic dvfl war 
recently in Lebanon in recent years? A 
Jordan Times reporter recently visited 
two children’s homes, one in Souk £1 
Gharb and one in Bonn, winch have 
helped several hundred young victims 


of the recent tzagicevents to adjust to a 
new way of life. 


High up in the mountains over- 
looking Beirut, set back from the road 
which runs south out of the small . pre- 
dominantly Druze town of Souk El 
Gharb, is a large villa with a notice 
above the gate reading' ‘School for the 
Home of Children's Happiness". 

The school was founded in 1957 by 
the General Union of Palestinian 
Women (GUPW) for orphans and 
children of poor families Later, as the

Palestinian resistance movement grew 
and subsequently the number of 
orphans of martyred commandos 
increased, the need fora larger establ- 
ishment resulted in the School for the 
Home of Children's Happiness being 
adopted by the PLO. The boarding 
school not only caters for the children 
of Palestinians but also for Lebanese, 
Syrian and other Arab nationals whose 
fathers helped in the resistance. 

There are some 425 children in the 
school at present, most of whom live in 
aU the year round, although those who 
still have relatives to stay with visit 
them during the holidays. The teach- 
ing staff number 25 of whom a small 
number are living in to look after the 
children at night and during holidays. 

The pupils are divided among six 
dormitory floors. Each floor is named 
after a town in Palestine and contains 
children of the same age group, Le., 
Jerusalem for children aged 10 to 12, 
Haifa for boys aged 12 to 16, Tiberias 
for girls aged 12 to 16 and so on. 

Classes range from kindergarten 
level to first secondary (1 6 to 1 7 years) 
and the curriculum followed is that of 
Lebanese government schools; those 
wishing to continue their studies at 
university can do so by attending 
another school for the last two years of 
their secondary education which pre- 
pares them to sit for the high school 
leaving certificate. 

In addition to the normal Lebanese 
curriculum, and outside school hours. 


are classes in ‘enlightenment' — a term 
used to cover all extra-curricular 
activities which relate in some way to 
the development of the children's 
awareness of their country of origin 
and the country to which they must 
return — Palestine. 

These activities include lectures on 
the history, geography and politics of 
Palestine as well as cultural pursuits. 
There is no military training at the 
school although a certain number of 
those boys who do not go on to uni- 
versity wiD join the commandos. 

The orchestra, the folklore troupe 
and tire scout group of the Children's 

Happiness school take part in all of the 

PLO'S ceremonial occasions. Pupils of 
the school have represented Palestine 
in several international camps in the 
USSR, Cuba, the German Democratic 
Republic, Romania and several Arab 
countries. 

Speaking to the teachers, one is 
aware of the deep sense of duty they 
feel towards the children. Since they 
have no normal family life, fte 
teachers must act as substitutes for the 
children's parents. 

To quote the director of the school 
Abu Walid ‘We are all aware that our 
presence in this school goes beyond 
the framework of a job into the dimen- 
sion of a duty; a duty and a debt to the 
parents of these children who hare 
sacrificed everything for Palestine.’ 

As an example of the extra- 
curricular activities devised for the 
children, for last year’s celebration of 
the Day of the Land, the day of Pales- 


rinc and Palestinians who are refla ting 

the Israeli expropriation of Arab lands 

— the school was transformed into a 
P alestinian village Kafir Bar' am. This 
Maronite village was chosen to sym- 
bolise the Tion-confcssional attitude of 
the school. Everyone dressed up in 
Palestinian national dress, both staff 
and pupils, and reenacted life in a 
Palestinian village so that the children 
could feel they were really in Palestine 

— something which in reality most of 
them bare never experienced, or are 
too young to remember. 

"We want the children to be aware 
of their identity^ We want them to 
learn their culture and make it an 
integral part of their personality," Abu 
Walid added. 

Steadfastness home 

The Home for the Children of 
Stea df as t n es s, situated in a suburb of 
West Beirut not far from the airport, 
was founded by the General Union of 
Palestinian Women just over a year 
ago to help care for some of the esti- 
mated 300 children who lost both 
father and mother during the attack on 
Tai A1 Za’tar in the s umm er of 1976. 
One hundred of these children are now 
taken care of and plans are underway 
to accommodate another hundred 
later on this year. 

The home is run by three membera 
of the Executive Committee of the 
GllPW and two more independent 
me m b ers. The staff consists of the 
adopted mothers and 30 wage +»rnm£ 
names appointed by the admimst- 
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To Answer To 
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ration in addition to housekeepers aod 
drivers. 

The system for caring for the chil- 
dren, whose ages range from sue 
montte to 15ycax^ was inspired by the 
SOS children's villages origin at ed m 
Austria, with each ‘ mother' looking 
after a 'family’ of six to eight children. 
Six of the thirteen families are in hw 
made up of real brothers and sbtexs, 
the rest arranged so that there is a fair 
distribution of ages and sexes. 

The mo there, whore duty it is to 
replace as far as possible the loss of the 
children's parents, were chosen from 
among the widows of Tal AI Za'tir, 
since they can understand better than 
other women the traumas the children 
experienced and are best aUe to form 
dose ties with them. (Some of the chil- 
dren could not even be identified, 
being either too young or too dis- 
turbed to remember thefr names.) It is 
also a way to help these women find a 
new life which has some meaning for 
them. Generally they are still very 
young themselves sometimes not 
much older than the eldest children. 

Each family is boused in a separate 
unit within the home but most 
activities are communal. For instance, 
meals are served in a large dining room 
with each family seated at their own 
table with ‘mother’ serving them. Kin- 
dergarten school is provided for chil- 
dren up to the age of six ; children of six 
years and older attend UNRWA 
schools in the neighbouring refugee 
camp. 

All ages participate, in their spare 
time, in activities such as folk dancing, 
sin g ing , painting and craftwork. There 
is a library equipped with books 
donated by the Soviet Cultural Centre 
and the Chinese Embassy. The Soviets 
also provide films which are shown 
every Sunday. 

As at the School for the Home of 
Children's Happiness, the Home for 
the Children of Steadfastness imbues 
t he children with the spirit of the Pales- 
tinian national movement The duty of 
the staff, besides caring for the mat- 
erial and emotional needs of the chD- 
dren, is to regenerate a Palestinian 
atmosphere in order to marntam their 
attachment to the Palestinian cause. 

I The children are very proud of their 
home. To quote one eight year old 
‘What I love most in this school is the 
deanlrness and education. We do not 
miss anything. At lunch and dinner we 
eat meat... The school is onr second 
home. We’D stay here until the lib- 
eration of all Palestine.’

World FootbaU Cup 

W. Germany, Brazil 
have experience edge 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, June 16 (R). — West Germany and Brazil, 
the two old warhorses of World Cup Soccer, stand as massive barriers bloc- 
king the title aspirations of Argentina, Holland and Italy. No matter that 
their creaking teams have lacked glitter in matches played so far. Ibey 
alone of the right contenders have recent experience of the furnace-like pres- 
sure that accompanies the closing stages of the tournament Between them 
they have won five of the last six World Cups and have dominated world 
soccer for the past two decades. 


Lebanon receives $31m. loan from 
EEC to help increase power supply 

LUXEMBOURG, June 16 (R). — The Common Markets' long-term finance arm, the 
European I n v estment Bank (EIB), today announced its first loan to Lebanon, scheduling 
finance worth 25 mUUon units of account ($31 million) for a power supply schema 

The ifgm will cover about a third of t he c ost of adding three 70 megawatt units to a 
power station at Jfyeh, near Beirut The EIB said this was a key project in the Lebanese 
government's efforts to promote the country's economic recovery. 

Ele ctricit y consumption has already climbed back to pre-disturbance levels and extra 
generating capacity is required to meet the expected growth of indu strial and commercial 
activity as well as to satisfy future domestic requirements, the EIB added. 

The finance Indudes a loan of 20 million units of account ($25 million), which is the full 
amount of exceptional aid which the EIB’s Board of Governors authorised the bank in 
November last year to offer Lebanon in the form of long-term Investment finance; the EIB 

said. 

This will be mate available to the Lebanese Council for development and reconstruction 
under three separate contracts during the period of construction which extends up to 1981. 

A first contract for three million units of account ($four million) over ten years at 4.9 
per cent was signed here yesterday. 
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Italy, the best team to d a te , 
have won the World Cup twice, 
but their last triumph was 40 
years ago and most of their re- 
cent World Cup campaigns ha- 
ve ended in disaster. 

West German Manager Hel- 
mut Schoen has been under fire 
here for excessive caution. His 
Brazilian counterpart, cianrtif* 
Coutinho, has been criticised 
for the rigidity of his tactics. 

But the fact remains that the 
two teams are still unbeaten 
and unbowed. 

Already West Germany have 
put a brake on Italy's hopes 
of winning the title; Manager 
Enzo Bearzot admitted yester- 
day that the goalless draw 
with West Germany on Wed- 
nesday had been a setback to 
Italian hopes. 

Now the Germans prepare to 
face Holland, bursting with co- 
nfidence after their 5-1 stam- 
pede against Austria. 

Will Holland make the same 
mistake as in the 1974 final 
when' they took the lead in the 
first minute and sat bade expec- 
ting victory? Instead, the Ger- 
mans clawed their way back in- 
to the game and eventually 
won 2-1. 

Mr. Schoen has yet to name 
his line-up, but is expected to 


place more emphasis on attack 
than in the game against Italy. 
Striker Dieter Mueller may be 
recalled in a 4-3-3 line-up. 

Holland look likely to field 
the CftTT1p team which crushed 
the Austrians as injured stars 
Johan Neeskens, Wxm Rijs- 
bergen and Whn Sumbier seem 
unlikely to recover in time. 

Youngsters Jan Poortvliet, 
Piet Wfldschut and Ernie Bran- 
dsts seem certain to keep their 
places, but will their youthful 
dash be as effective against the 
Germans as It was against Aus- 
tria? 

Holland were flattered by the 
margin of their victory over 
Austria and Sunday's matrh 
with West Germany will show 
whether they have re-emerged 
as jjotential champions. 

For Italy Sunday's task is to 
pile as many goals as possible 
past the luckless Austrians to 
help their goal difference sh- 
ould this be decisive in the gr- 
oup. 

Mr. Bearzot said he expected 
to field the same team against 
Austria as he did not believe 
his forwards could be as un- 
lucky as they were against 
West Germany. 

Argentina, encouraged by th- 
eir 2-0 victory over Poland, 


are desperately hoping to have 
striker Leopoldo Luque fit for 
action in the match against 
Brazil. 

Mr. Luque has had the plas- 
ter cast removed from the el- 
bow he dislocated against 
France last week, but team of- 
ficials say it is still too early 
to say whether he will be fit 
to line up alongside Mario Ke- 
rn pes, scorer of both Argentine 
goals against Poland. 

Mr. Kempes, brilliant as he 
is, wfl] need all the support he 
can get to break down the 
muscular Brazilian defence. 

Mr. Coutinho, calmly deflec- 
ting all criticism of his tactics, 
is expected to keep the same 
team which comfortably beat 
Peru. 

A 38-year-old reserve army 
officer, Mr. Coutinho has ap- 
peared unperturbed despite at- 
tempts to unseat him. He has 
to submit his team selections to 
officials to the Brazilian Sp- 
orts Confederation (CBD), yet 
seems to have suffered little 
loss of face. 

Realising the importance of 
victory to Brazil, be said recen- 
tly: "If we win the World Cup 
ril be in heaven and if we 
don’t I'll be in helL" 


S 116 million dam project in U.S. 
is halted to protect rare fish 


WASHINGTON, June 16 
(AP). — The U.S. Supreme Co- 
urt ruled 6-3 yesterday that 
work on a $116 million dam 
project must stop In order to 
protect a rare and endangered 
species of tiny fish, the snail 
darter. 

The Court rejected argume- 
nts by the Federal Government 
and ruled that the Endangered 
Species Act bars completion of 
the Tellico dam and reservoir 
on the little Tennessee River 
in Tennessee. 

The law’s language "admits 
of no exception,” Chief Justice 
Warren E- Burger wrote for 
the Court. 

Now, it will take an act of 
Congress --an amendment to 
the Endangered Species Act - - 
to bring about completion of 
the controversial dam. 

"It may seem curious to some 
that the survival of a relative- 
ly small number of three-inch 
fish among all the countless 
millions of species extent wo- 
uld require the permanent hal- 
ting of a virtually completed 
dam for which Congress has

He 
discarded his last diamond 
on the queen of hearts and 
led a club. Since it would 
not help to ruff, Kan tar dis- 
carded the thirteenth dia- 
mond. 

Jacoby ruffed, reducing 
his hand to three trumps, 
and now for the first time led 
a low trump. If Eisenberg 
took his. king, he would be 
end played and would have 
to lead a card into declarer's 
ace-ten of trump tenace. so 
be played low. Kantar won 
the queen and perforce re- 
turned a trump, but Jacoby 
read the hand perfectly. He 
went up with the ace of 
trumps to drop Eisenberg’s 
king, and the ten of trumps 
was the tenth trick. 

At the other table, North- 
South rested in three spades 
and made just nine tricks. 













2 Soviet cosmonauts 
heading for Salyut-6 
orbiting station 

MOSCOW, June 16 (R)- — Two Soviet cosmonauts today headed for a 
rendezvous with the Soviet Union’s orbiting Salyut-6 station, apparently 
to start a new space marathon. Mission Commander Vladimir Kovalyonok 
and flight engineer Alexander Ivanchenko blasted into orbit late last night 
Judging by previous missions to Salyut, they should dock their Soyuz-29 
ferry craft with the station tonight 


Academician Boris Petrov, 
bead of the Soviet bioc "In- 
tercosmos” Programme, said 
last week Moscow planned a 
long mission to Salyut by two 
Soviet cosmonauts. They wo- 
uld be joined during their Si- 
ght by Polish and East Ger- 
man spacemen, he said. 

Under the Intercosmos Pro- 
gramme, the Soviet Union has 
promised to send spacemen fr- 
om its Communist allies into 
orbit, and would-be cosmona- 
uts from Mongolia, Romania, 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Cuba 
are also undergoing training 
near Moscow. 

Colonel Kovalyonok, 36, will 


be making his second attempt 
to board the 19-ton Salyut sta- 
tion, which is used as a labo- 
ratory for wide-ranging experi- 
ments into the problems of 
prolonged space flight 
He went within yards (met- 
res) of his goal in October ab- 
oard Soyuz-25 but was forced 
to return to earth because of a 
fault in the docking mechanism. 

The docking mechanism on 
both Salyufs entry points has 
since been tested and used by 
Mr. Romanenko and Mr. Gre- 
chko and by two teams of cos- 
monauts who visited them dur- 
ing their record-breaking flight 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
reported two hours after last 


night’s blast-off that all sys- 
tems aboard Soyuz-29 were fu- 
nctioning normally. 

Colonel Kovalyonok and Mr. 
Ivanchenko were both well and 
had begun their flight program- 
me, it said. 

Colonel Kovalyonok, a para- 
troop instructor in the Soviet 
Air Force from near Minsk, In 
Byelorussia, has been under- 
going space training for II 
years. 

Mr. Ivanchenko, from the 
town of Ivanteyevka near Mos- 
cow, has been a reserve crew- 
man for several missions, in- 
cluding the pioneering joint So- 
viet-U.S. ApoQo-Soyuz linkup 
in 1974.

Marcos warns of Philippine-U.S. 
rift after N.Y. police incident 


UNITED NATIONS, June 16 
(R). — The Security Council 
early today extended the life 
of the UJN. peace-keeping for- 
ce in Cyprus (UNFICYP) for 
another six months, five hours 
after its old mandate had ex- 
pired. 

It was the first time that 
UNFICYPs legal basis had be- 
en allowed to lapse for any ap- 
preciable time. 

The vote, which came at 5 
am. local time (09:00 GMT), was 
14 in favour, none against and 
no abstentions. China, in accor- 
dance with its usual practice 
regarding U.N. peace-keeping 
operations, took no part in the 
vote. 

The delay beyond the mid- 


night deadline resulted from ob- 
jections by the Cypriot UN. de- 
legation to the wording of an 
initial draft virtually identical 
to one adopted when UNFIC- 
YP*s mandate was extended 
last December. 

That resolution contained a 
preliminary paragraph stressing 
the need for resumption of ne- 
gotiations between the Greek- 
Cypriot and Turirish-Cypriot 
communities. 

A Cypriot delegation sour- 
ce said this was now unaccep- 
table since the Turkish Cypri- 
ots recently submitted propos- 
als which the Greek Cypriots 
had rejected as failing to pro- 
vide any basis for renewing the 
long-stalled Inter-communal ta- 
lks. 


The resolution finally agreed 
on and adopted by council was 
a much shorter text. 

In its preamble it noted Se- 
cretary-General Kurt Waldhe- 
im's latest report on the Cyp- 
rus situation and the concur- 
rence of the parties in his re- 
commendation that UNFICYP 
should be renewed for another 
six months.

VIENNA, June 16 (R). — Two

Italian climber ReinhokL 
Messner, 33, said film and 
photographs would prove th- 
at he and his Austrian colle- 
ague, Peter Habeler, 35, last 
month became the first team 
to reach tbe summit of the 
world’s highest mountain 
without oxygen. 

Mr. Habeler said yesterday 
that every part of the climb 
had been filmed because they 
had expected their claim to 
be challenged. 

Tbe six sherpas, who have 
all scaled the 29,028-foot 
(8,848-metre) peak, told a pr- 
ess conference last Wednes- 
day that on tbe evidence they 
had they did not believe Mr. 


Messner and Mr. Habeler, me- 
mbers of an Austrian expediti- 
on, could have climbed from 
the base camp and back in 
eight hours without oxygen. 

One of them. Tearing Nor- 
gay, who with New Zealander 
Siz Edmund wni ar y first con- 
quered Everest in 1953, said 
he and Hillary had taken nine 
hours from a camp higher th- 
an the Austrian team’s and 
climbers moved much more sl- 
owly without oxygen at very 
high altitudes. 

The sherpas said they did 
not challenge the ascent but 
said they had serious doubts 
that the two Europeans never 
used oxygen. 

Speaking from his home at 
F imes in the Italian Alps, Mr. 
Messner told Reuters today: 
“None of tbe sherpas making 
the accusations were with our 
expedition. It’s sheer envy on 
their part, they can’t under- 
stand that someone has done 
what they haven’t** 


MANILA, Philippines, June 16

82 BAC 1-11 airliners over the 
next 15 years in a deal which 
will involve transfer of techno- 
logy and assembly of some of 
the planes in Romania. 

President Ceausescu watched 
the signing at the British Aero- 
space Company (BAG) factory 
at Filton, Western England. 

Understandings were also 
made during his visit for co- 
operation in areas of aerospace, 
agriculture and offshore oil ex- 
ploration, and for cultural ex- 
changes.
